NOTE: As to claim 1 , it it's unclear if the "optical disc" is part of the appartus, After all, the preamble states that the 
apparatus is "for testing an endurance of an optical disc", and the body of the claim does not clearly recide the optical disc as being part of 
the apparatus. Presently, the amended claim appears to be directed to a combination (plate, scratching unit, and frame) for a partricular 
use with the disc. It's problematic that unlike the plate, scratching unit and frame, the optical disc is claimed in a use format. In more 
ways than not, claim 1 as amended still limited to the combination as rejected in the Final Office Action Apparatus claims can be drafted 
in a straight-forward manner, which elements expressly connected to one another, but claim 1 is something less than that. . 
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
